 Atten minutes to eleven a notice was 
posted on the door of the bank announcing 
that an assignment of its effects had been 
made to Messrs. W. 8. Thomson, of the 
firm of Candier & Thomson, and Mr. L. J. 
Hill, cashier of the Gate City national! bank. 
With this the doors were furmally closed 
and the business of the bank was stopped. 


The Details of the Failure. 
There is no suspicion on the outside that any- 
thing was wrong with the bank even up tw the 

hour of opening on yesterday. Aimost im- 

mediately after this, however, there was a 

steady, but quiet run that continued up to nearly 

eleven o'clock when Mr. Leonard, the 

teller, announced wa te = 4. "C. 

Clements, congressmen from the 7th district, 

that he had no funds with which to pay a check 

for $300 that he presented from Mr. D. N. Speer, 
the state treasurer. After making this statement 
the sign ‘bank closed,’’ was put on the door. 
This did not, however, create any excitement. 
There were several customers who came in and 
made deposits, supposing that the sign had been 
misplaced. During Mr. Patterson's absence in 
consultation with Mr. Julius Brown, attorney for 
the bank, the officers continued to receive depos- 
its offered without, however, putting them into 
the bank, but into envelopes to be returned to 
the owners. The money taken by Mr. Brown 
Was putin separate envelopes and held for 
the owners. They took this course rather than 
speak of the trouble until they were authorized 
to de so. No deposits were taken on yesterday 
for the bank at ail. 

THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE 

The immediate cause of the “run” on the 
bank was, as we are informed, that its exchange 
checks were thrown out by the Mercantile bank, 

ts New York correspondent, on day before 
yesterday, 

The first intimation that came of this action on 
the part of the Mercantile bank was a telegram 
received at about 9 o’clock on Tuesday night 
by Mr. Irwin Bird, who had sent on 
$9’, exchange purchased from the 
Citizens’ bank. He at once seut the dispatch out 
to Mr Patterson's house, and thus gave him the 
first knowledge he had of the course of his New 
York correspondent. Some other dispatches were 
received, and from this thert was alarm among 
those who knew it. 

Mr Leonard, the teller, stood at his post and 
paid the checks as they came in, until he had re- 
duced his cash to about $1,500. He then hada 
short rest, when the drawing commenced agaia 
From this point he paid until, we Lelieve, there 
was less than $50 in the bank. A check for $400 
being presented, he was then forced t allow it to 
be dishonored, and he retired from his desk, with 
as heavy a heart, perhaps, as ever beat in a buman 
breast. : 

The germina! causes of the trouble are manifold 
and hard to get at—but the following are the 
points as we get them: In the first place, the 
bank has been handicapped fora long time with 
heavy accounts on which it could not reakze and 
for which it has had to take property instead of 
cash. One of these is the Atlanta rolling mill, 
which, While prosperous under its present man 
agement was unfortunate before its reorgapiza- 
tion. The bank had been obliged to take a 
quantity of the bonds of the old rolling 
mill company, and could not realize on them 
promptiy. The new rolling mill company 
is highly prosperous, and owes the bank 
nothing. These and other old matters 
which the bank had been carrying, crippled it to 
a certain extent. Added to this, Mr. Speer, the 
state treasurer, has steadily reduced the deposits 
of the state in the bank, from about $ 70,00 to 
about $100.00. This reduction has be n made 
since the Ist of January, and it has of course kept 
the bank pressed to meet the state’s checks. The 
recent failure of the cotton factory locked up for 
the bank about $10,009. All these facts besides 
shortening the bank’s resources had gone to it 
New York correspondent, with whieh it had had 
relations for bua week or two, and on Tuesday 
the Mercantile bank threw out its checks, hold- | 
ing the cash on hand to meet the ilabilities that 
the Citizens’ had created with it since its connec- 
tion,

will suffer sorely than is usual in such cases. 
THE ASSETS AND LIABILITIES. 

It is, as ie before stated, impossible to even 
guess at the amount of the liabilities or the assets 
as yet. The officers of the bank think that the 
deposits amounted to something between $240,000 
and $200,000. Of this amount there is about 
$170,000 known to be due to the 
state, the city apd large corporations 
leaving the lom loss to individual stockholders 
about $100,000 to $130,000. A careful. 
survey of the known individual losses, show up 
none that will cause a suspension of businers or 
trouble in trade circles, and we apprehend that 
there will be none. A great many reported 
losses, either vanished or diminished when they 
were investigated—as for instance, it 
was {reported that Mr, George 
$15,000. While Mr. 
Harrison is in Florida and cannot speak person- 
ally, his friends say that his lows cannot possibly 
ammount to more than a few hundred dollars and 
there is similar exaggeration in regard to the 
account of the Franklin printing house. The 
case of A. L. & T. A. Holbrook is another case. 
They were reported as having lost $8,000, wheu 
they assure us that their loss, not exactly ascer 
talped yet, cannot possibly exceed $1,400. We 
might cite other cases of the same sort. 

There are, of course, some sad cases. Notably, 
two or three ladies here lost heavily, and some 
persons who were out of business have suffered 
more than they can stand. But there is a much 
smaller percentage of personal losses of an es 
pecially grievous sort than is usual, and none 
that will effect any firm or business house. We 
hear of one hoyse that drew out $30,000 the other 
day and still lost $8,(00, which, however, will 
not interfere with their business. In using the 
word “‘lost,"’ we use it simply in a technica) 
sense, for it is held that the most of the loss, if not 
allofit, would be made up after the assets are 


realized. 
THE ACCOUNT OF THE STATE. 


The account of the state with the Citizens’ 
bank has been large, and the balancein the 
bank at the time of the suspension was $103,000, 
The state holds that it has a first lien on the assets 
of the bank, but some of the other creditors may 
contest this claim. In the case of the bank 
of Rome the state stepped in for the first assets. 
The other creditors employed counsel! and fought 
the right of the state toa preferred creditorship. 
Alter elaborate argument Judge Underwood 
decided that the state hada priorclaim. Judge 
Underwood is quoted as saying that his 
own opinion was that the state had no 
sich right, but that after looking into the 
decisions of the supreme court on the subject he 
became satisfied that the law had settted the 
case and that thestate’s right was indisputable. 
This seems to be the drift of legal opinion in the 
city. If this is settled the state will get iis 
$103,000 before any other creditor gets a dollar. 
The bond of $50,000 that the state has taken to 
secure its deposits, in conformity with law, is 
signed as follows—the figures opposite the names 
being the amount of taxable property reported to 
the comptroller:

It is said that Mr. Tommey is worth the 
amountof the bond himeelf, and there is no 
question that the bond is good. If the state’s 
priority of claim is settled, the money due the 
state can certainly be collected from the assets of 
the bank without recourse on the bondsmen. 
THE CITY'S ACCOUNT. 

The city’s officers have $17,000 in the closed 
bank. There is $11,C00 on account ofthe treasu. 
rer and $36,000 on account of the clerk. It is said 
that Mr. Lowry, the chairman of the finance 
committee, ordered Mr. Goldsmith, the treasurer, 
to draw the city’s funds from the Citizens’ bank. 
This had been done rapidly, and only $11,000 was 
leftin the bank. Mr. Biggers’s account as clerk 
thows a balance of $86,000 in the bank The bond 
of the clerk is for $30,000, and is signed by Messrs 
Thomas Scrutchin, W. L. Hubbard, 8. T. Big: 
gers and Willis Biggers, aswe are informed by 
Mayor English. The mayor also says that the 
treasurer's bond is a perfectly good one, and he 
thinks the city cannot possibly lose anything, 
even if the bank should not pay out. 


TREASURER SPEER’S STATEMENT. 


Treasurer Speer said, when asked what the 
state's relations with the bank were, said: 

“In my dealings with the bank I have always 
found them accurate, prompt and business-like, 
and my relations have been kind and pleasant.’’ 
“You have reduced the state’s balance with 
them very heavily?’’ 

“Yes. When I went into office the Citizens had 
$334,000 of the total $400,000 of the moygey then in 
the treasury. It had this money legitimately

But as there were eleven depositories 
designated by law I thoughtit best to equalize 
the deposits somewhat, and not leave over half of 
the entire amountin one bank.

A TALK WITH MR. PATTERSON. 
Mr. W. H. Pattemon, the cashier of the bank, 
seemed to be crushed by the disaster that had 
overtaken the enterprise he had given so many 
years to build up, but kept at his post and an- 
sweied all questions frankly and promptly. Said 
he— 
“I cannot say anything to the public just now, 
as] am engaged with the officers and counsel! of 
the bank. I can only say that I have done 
everything that man could do to avert this dis- 
aster,and that I shall do all I can to still fend it 
from the heads of those who are interested. | 
believe that the bank will pay every doliar that 
itowes. It may take a good while to realize on 
the assets without sacrificing them, but if they 
are carefully managed, as I am sure they will be, 
1 believe they will pay out every dollar that is 
due by the bank.’’ 
Mr. Julius Brown, attorney for the bank, said: 
“I can say one thing. I have been attorney for 
the bank ever since it opened, and there 
has never been-so few suits for bad debts 
as under the present administration. The dockets 
of the court will show that there have been 
fewer cases than ever before in the history of the 
bank. Mr. Patterson’s administration has been 
succeesful, and he has had really little need for 
an attorney.’’ 
We hear nothing but sympathy expressed for 
Mr. Patterson, President Brown and Mr. Leonard, 
There is the utmost confidence in their integrity 
and fidelity, and even the heaviest losers had 
nothing but words of kindness and friendship for 
them. The failure ofthe bank has been utter 
ruin to them, as they had put most of their money 
in ite stock, and are personally indorsers on much 
of its paper, besides being on its bond to the state.

THE HISTORY OF THE BANK, 
The Citizens’ bank was founded about ten years 
ago, and has been from its startone of the most 
prominent banks in the city. It has carried mary 
heavy accounts, including the state’s the city’s, 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, the Dade 
County coal company, the Rolling mill and 
others. For the past few years it has been under 
the control practically of Mr. W. H. Patterson, as 
cashier, and has steadily advanced in public 
favor.

SOME IMPORTANT QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 

The sudden and unexpected failure of the 
bank, haying a run of depositors in active buai- 
ness, raises a great many delicate questions, 
thatinvolve a considerable amount of money. 
We have taken the painajto look into the law on 
the subject and piesent the questions and answers 
in detail. 

First. If Agive Ba check on the bank, how 
long can B hold the check before Ais absolved 
from the debt, the bank breaking in the mean- 
time? 

The law fixes no definite time, in which the 
check must be presented, soasto continue the 
liability upon the giver of the check—and itisa 
question forthe jury to determine whether B 
held the check longer than would have been 
proper in due course of. business. The question 
is usually settled by custom and the custom here 
is understood*that the check must be presented 
the next day after it is given. 

Second. IfA owes the bank money and B 
who has a balance in the bank has given him a 
check before the failure, but which check has 
not been deposited, can this check be used in the 
settlement of A’s account?’ 

It cannot. If the assignment is held to be 5 00d, 
all the property of the bank belongs to the as- 
signee for the creditorsand stockholders—and 
no transfer of assets can be made. 

Third. If the bank holds a note of 
A’s not yet due and A has 
a balance on his account in the bank, can this 
balance be applied to the settlement of his note? 
We learn that there is no doubt about this, and 
thatany balance on an account will be used to 


settle any note owed by the same account. 


Is there a personal liability clause in the charter 
of the Citizens’ bank? 

We believe there. is not. We have not seen a 
charter and cannot get one at the moment, but 
we understand that there is no such clause, and 
that the assets of the bauk are all that are avail- 
able to the creditors, 


A Later Opinion. 
In an interview with a gentleman late last 
night, we learned the following: 
“Tam pretty well acquainted with the afiairs of 
the bank, and I believe that it will pay dollar for 
dollar to the creditors, and havea surplus, if it is 
managed carefully and with economy.”’ 


—The State road had about $18,000 in the bank 
when it suspended. 

—The rolling mill will pay offits roll next pay- 
day, justasit would if there was no bank in 
Atiauta. Itis prosperous and owes the bank 
nothing and loses nothing by it. 

— Mr. Patterson says that ever since the decision 
of Judge Underwood to the effect that the state 
had a prior lien on any bank“in which it depos- 
ited, he has noticed his depositors quietly with- 
drawing theirmoney. That decision seemed to 
make them uneasy, though there was no reason 
why it should.

A SCARED DUTCHMAN

Mahone here joined in, and the 
war of words between the gentlemen from 
Georgia and Virginia, was interrupted very 
arrogantly ky Don Cameron. The lion in 
Mr. Hill's nature was now fully aroused, 
and the scene that ensued baffles all de- 


scription. 

The unprejudiced epinion here is that 
Mr. Hili’sconduct was dignified and manly, 
and that Mr. Mahone’s savagery was @ 
mistake andthat Don Cameron made an 
ass of himself by leaping up with clenched 
fist and demanding, ““‘What do you mean 
by that?” when Mr. Hill was calmly telling 
Mr. Mahone that his attempt to bully could 
not succeed. Mr. Hill has been warmly 
congratulated on the way in which he 
received Mr. Mahone’s ferocity. 

The senatorial lock looks deader than 


ever. 

Mr. Markham is here renewing his efforts 
to be marshal of Georgia, and fighting 
General Longstreet energetically. Marshal 
Fitzsimons has sent in his resignation, to 
take effect when his successor shall be 
qualified, There are no well grounded hopes 
of defeating General Longstreet. 

The taking of testimony in behalf of Mrs. 
Christiancy, in the divorce suit brought 
against her by her husband, has been com- 
menced before the examiner. Mrs. Cristian- 
cy, her mother and another lady were 
present. Miss Lillie Meloy testified, by 
invitation,that she went to the house of Mrs.

In 
the evening between 6 and 7 o’clock, Giro 
called and was shown into the dining- 
room The witness as well as 
the father and mother and Mrs. 
Christiancy, was present during the entire 
interview, which was not very long. The 
cross examination was not concluded. 
There are three more witnesses to be exam 
ined on the same point. The object of the 
testimony is to contradict that given by 
Giro, to the effect that Mrs. C. visited him 
atthe St. James hotel, in this city, on the 
afternoon of Christmas. 


In the Senate. 

The vice-president laid before the senate 
the unfinished business, being the resolu- 
tion for the election of officers of the senate. 

Mr. Beck said that yesterday some 
difference of opinion had existed as to the 
position of the senator from Illinois (Mr 
Davis). The senator from Louisiana 
(Mr. Kellogz) had a written ‘statenient 
from that gentleman showing that he was 
paired on the motion to go into executive 
session, on which questions, if present. he 
would vote “‘yea.”” He was also paired on 
the main resolution, on which, .if present, 
he would vote ‘‘nay.”’ 

Mr. Dawes—Was it that to which the 

senator alluded yesterday; when he said that 
the wind had shifted? 
Mr. Beck—No; the wind has been blowing 
steadily against Massachusetts for the past 
few days. 
Mr. Pendleton then took the floor and 
said that the course which the republicans 
had followed was without precedent in all 
history, in insisting that the business of the 
senate ‘and of the country, should 
be delayed and postponed until 
the senate should be disorganized and reor- 
ganized.

man from Georgia (Mr. Brown) to again 
make him retract it.

Sherman) had stated that the struggle now 
going on here was a struggle for political 
power in Virgioia; tbat it involved the 
destruction of the democratic party in that 
state and the installation of the re- 
publican. party there. The _ instra-

The 
gage of battle’ had been thrown 
down and he ventured in 
the presence of his democratic brethren to 
take it up.

I have never sought 
to receive, or to give, orto resent an insult 
in this chamber. I would not insult 
the senator in thiss chamber.

Sen- 
ator Mahone asked me a ques 
tion. ] answered his question, 
I answered it explicitly. That answer is on 
record. It will remain there. It was a 
truthful answer. I answered precisely 
as I thought and felt at thetime, I used 


the words. Any senator can read 
those words.

he (emphasizing the pronoun) can — 
the gentlemen in discussion in this cham- 
ber by assuming to play the bully, he has 
made a mistake. 

This ended the discussion for the day, 
which was followed with interest by a large 
audience in the galleries.

WORKING IN HARMONY TOGETHER. 


The Georgia Railroad Formally Turned Over to 
the Oontrol of its New Owners—Facts Re- 


lating to the Negotiations Attend- 
ing the Lease of the Road. 


Aveusta, Ga., April 13.—The lease con- 
tract between William M. Wadley and his 
associates and the officials of the Georgia 
road, was signed to-day. and the lessees 


have taken possession of the road. 
Georgia stock sold for $150 to $152 a share 


and Central stock for $127 to $128. 

Augusta Chronicle, 13th. 
Yesterday morning the air about the 
Georgia railroad bank was thick with fog 
and rumor. It was known that in addition 
to the regular meeting of directors, several 


of the corporation kings had loaned their 
ponderous presences to the counciis, and io 
the murky view every move was magoified 
and every image loomed into a ghost. 

There was nota single director who indi- 
cated the line of policy tobe adopted. All 
were as innocent as lambs, and even Mr 
John H. Jemes, who had 3,000 shares of 
Georgia in his bank, had a look on his face 
which resembled a blank check—signed, 
but not filled out. In short he seemed 
resigned, but whether from delight or 
chagrin, could not bedetected. Mr. Fisher 
and Mr. Wadley looked serene and dignified 
—the one as if he were spending Sunday in 
Aiken; the other as if he were buying 
lumber for his Washington county saw 
mill. And yet all these gentlemen 
knew what had been determined upon, and 
were only arranging details for a stupen- 
dous operation. Georgia railroad stock 
sold at 140 during the morning, ranging 
firm and full, while Central was a little 
weak at 124. Through the afternoon the 
suspenses continued and night come on 
with no solution yet. Finally, at seven 
o’clock in the evening, the bubble burst, 
everybody's eyes were filled with soap- 
suds, for the most improbabie thing, of 
course, transpired—‘‘The Georgia railroad 
bad been leased by the owners of the South 
Carolina railroad.’’ As soon would one have 
predicted that Hamburg would purchase 
the city of Augusta; but this is how it all 
came about. A Chronicle representative 
was s00n admitted into the inner court and 
loaded with the following facts: 

The board of directors of the Georgia rail. 
road have agreed to rent out the Georgia 
railroad and dependencies to the owners of 
the South Carolina railroad, consisting of 
William M. Wadley, John H. Fisher, Moses 
Taylor, Samuel Sloan and others, for the 
sum of six hundred thousand dollar 
perannum, This sum is to be paid, three 
hundred thousand dollars semi-annually, 
the rent to commence April Ist, 1881, 
and continue for the term of 99 years. The 
lessors, the Georgia railroad company, will 
retain the bank building and banking de- 

artment, including all cash on hand, and 

25 000 in bonds of the Compress and Ele~ 
vator company of Port Royal, and all real 
estate not essential to railroad purposes 
The Georgia railroad company is to retain 
in its custody all the bonds and stock of the 
company, but the lessees are to have the 
dividend and voting power of the stocks 
and bonds. The lessors, the Georgia rail- 
road company, are to pay interest on the 
entire bonded indebtedness of the Georgia 
railroad and the Macon aad Augusta rail- 
road. The lessees are to pay interest on the 
Western railroad of Alabama. 

The terms of the contract require the 
lessees to keep the property of the Georgia 
railroad company in good condition, sub- 
ject to inspection at the pleasure of the 


‘ Jessors, and must return it in the same con- 


dition as they receive it; por are the lessees 
to encumber the property with liens of any 
sort, or to use it in violation of the terms of 
the charter of the Georgia railroad and 
banking company As securities for the 
proper compliance with the terms of this 
contract, the lessees are to deposit one 
million dollars in United States bonds or 
other bonds of equal value, and the title to 
all rolling stock, with such as may be 
renewed from time to time, to ren ain 
with the Georgia railroad and banking 
company. 

The discussion which led to this most 
important decision was one which was 
marked by its earnestness and completeness. 
The entire ground of the railroad situation 
was taken in; the status of the Georgia and 
Carolina system well considered, with 
the dangers threatening the interests of the 
stockholders of the Georgia railroad. There 
was natural hesitation over the consumma~ 
tion of any form of lease, directors desiring 
to be fully enlightened on all cardina 
points before astep so conclusive was taken 
but when the nature of the caseand the 
fairness of the proposals were taken 
into consideration, nearly unani- 
mous consent was given, but one member 
of the board voting nay. General E. P 
Alexander, vice-president of the Louisville 
acd Nashville, but who is a director of the 
Georgia railroad, was not preseut, but tele- 
graphed his approval of the plan, which 
places the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
en rapport with the new system. 

To one not accustomed to view the mat- 
ter, recent operationsc{i the Richmond and 
Danville railroad, backed by the Clyde syn- 
dicate, have become alarming. They have 
leased the Air-Line; they have gotten control 
of the Northeastern railway of Georgia; they 
are said to be reaching out after the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad aad the Western 
railruad of Alabama, in order to complete 
their projected arc fronr Norfolk to New Or- 
leans, and bind the gulf of Mexice to the 
Atlantic ocean. They are finishing their 
North Carolina route to Paint Rock, on the 
Tennessee line, and will soon have an inde- 
pendent road to the west, through Knox- 
ville and Columbia to Augusta, which will 
be nearer than through Chattanooga and 
Atlanta to Augusta. Any unprotected line 
in the southern system then would stand no 
chance against such a giant’s causeway, and 
the he of directors have concluded that 
where foreigners conspire homefolks must 
combine, : 

By the terms of Jease the organization of 
the Georgia railroad, President Phinizy 
says, is to be fully main:ained; and the 
annual May convention of stockholders 
this year will be held as usual; stockholders 
and families being brought free to Augusta, 
Nor is there to be material change in the 
operation of the bank; so that the business 
community of this city, with whom this 
institution is so popular, will feel no shock 
and experience no inconvenience. The 
Georgia railroad bank, in short, will have 
ample capital to operate upon, with the 
same securities as heretofore. 

The six hundred thousand dollars rental 
of the Georgia railroad will enable that 
cémpany to pay up the annual interest on 
its bouds—about $160,000—and leave a ten 
per cent dividend. It will also allow an 
annual surplus of $40,000 to be set apart as 
a sinking fund; every time a bond is re 
deemed, that much money will be added to 
the dividend of stockholders; so that when 
the debt is paid, the dividends will amount 
exactly to 14 88 per cent. 

—Mr. Phinizy said, last evening, to a 
ronicle reporter, that this was not a lease 
in disguise to’the Central railroaj, but was 
a monument in the interest of Augusta, 
Athens aod all points on the Georgia rail- 
. Ht was designed to build up the 
South Atlantic ports and enable them to 
co-operate successfully with all points east 
and west. 

The reasons for this lease were on out- 
lined by the Chronicle three weeks ago. 
When we first sketched the plans of a 
similar combination, propositions had been 
formulated by President Wadley, of the 
Central railroad, and President Phipizy, 
with a committee of directors, was invited 
to Savannah to consiaer substantially the 
same proposition as was yesterday adopted.

1. The Riehmond and Danville, in con- 
sideration of the transfer to it of the stock 
owned by the city of Athens, guarantees to 
extend the road to Clarksville within two 
years, and to Clayton within five years, or 
sooner, when there is a reasonable proba-~ 
bility of a rail connection with Knoxville 

2. It guarantees satisfactory through 
rates, to and from Athens, for all points 
east and west. 

3. It guarantees to pay its proportionate 
part of the expenses of a union passenger 
depot in the city of Athens for the North- 
eastern railroad and ali other roads that 
may run into the city.

Such, in brief, are the general terms of 
the proposifion made by the Richmond and 
Danyille.

The 
sentiment in Athens favors a control by 
the Richmond and Danville rather than by 
the Georgia raWroad; since they desire to 
have the Athens Branch and the Nortb- 


eastern under different managements, 
to encourage com petition.

yesterday afternoon, Mr. Thomas secured a 
promise from the Danville road to complete 
the Northeastern to Tallulah falls within 
sixteen months. This road seems inclined 
to grant every favor in their power to 
Athens. Mr. Thomas is certain that the 
voters of Athens will ratify the action of 
council in the election, which comes off 
during the latter part of this month. He 
has managed this most important transac- 
tion in a masterly manner, and has shown 
a tact and prudence which will rank him 
among the best railroad lawyers in the 
state.

A puLieTIN from the census office 
ghows that nearly one-fifth of the people 
of this country live below 100 feet, i. e., 
along the immediate seaboard and in the 
swampy and alluvial regions of the south; 
more than two-fifths below 500 feet; more 
than three-fourths below 1,000 feet, while 
97 per cent live below 2,000 feet. In the 
area below 500 feet nearly all the popula- 
‘tion is-engaged in manufacturing and in 
the culture of cotton, rice and sugar. The 
interval between the 500 and 1,500 con- 
tours comprises the greater part of the 
prairie states and the grain-producing 
states of the northwest. East of the 
ninety-eighth meridian the contour of 
1,500 feet is practically the upper limit of 

_population. The population between 
2,000 and 5,000 feet is found mainly on 
the slope of the great western plains. 
Above 3,000 feet irrigation is almost uni- 
versally necessary for success in agricul- 
tural operations, The extensive settle- 
ments at the base of the mouatains in 
Colorado are mainly between 5,000 and 
6,000 feet. The population is almost en- 
tirely engaged in mining, and the greater 
part of it is located in Colorado, New 
Mexico, Nevada and California. The 
mean eleyation of the population above 
the sea is about 700 feet. The mean ele- 
vation of the surface of the United States 
has been estimated at 2,600 feet. 


The Tunisian Troable. 

France is marching into Tunis as an 
avenger of Oolonel Flatters and his ex- 
ploring party. Flatters was a French- 
man, even if his name does have an 
uncertain French sound. ‘His mission 
consisted in establishing the feasibility of 
a railroad from Algeria across the great 
desert to Soudan. For this purpose he 

. had made two expeditions into the desert 
land, and was engaged ina third when 
he was attacked at Enfida, and most of 
his party massacred. It is not known 
whether the adventurous leader was 
killed or is now a prisoner with a 
portion of his party, of the Khoumis. 
The Khoumis are ai wild and 
savage people that dwell near the line 
between Tunis and Algeria in a moun- 
tainous section. Colonel Flatter’s first 
expedition was very successful. Not a 
man was lost, and several of the oases 
were visited, On his second expedition be 
found a good country free of sand for a 
considerable distance south of El! Biodth. 
He started from Ouargla, the great oasis, 
to make a third expedition, and had pro- 
ceeded without trouble up to February 
last, when he was overwhelmed in the 

- desert, by, it is said, the savage 
Khoumis. But the truth is, France 
cares less about the Khoumis than it 
does about Tunisian territory; for she 
proposes to occupy the Medjerda valley, 
the most fertile districtin Tunis, and adis- 
trict far removed from the haunts of 
the Khoumis. The bey is powerless to 
prevent a French invasion, and if he re- 
sists it itis more than probable that he will 
be practically dethrened and his country 
annexed to Algeria. If he does not resist 
it, the Tunisians will drive him from the 

-country. He is between the devil and 
the deep sea. Italy, too, is mad, but she, 
too, is not prepared to contest the French 
advance; und so it is probable that the 
French movement against Tunis will go 
on unchecked.

Countervailing Duties. 

Reports from England show that trade 
is particularly dull. The political econo- 
mists and the newspapers have been 
predicting a revival, but this appears to 
be as far in the future as ever. The 
trouble seems to be that while England 
opens her markets to American compe- 
tition, the American markets are practi- 
cally closed against England. Our absurd 
tariff system amounts to a Chinese wall. 
The American producer is allowed to sell 
in the best market but he is not al- 
lowed to purchase in the cheapest. In 
order to keep out foreign competition, 
American producers and consumers are 


compelled to pay an excessive tax for- 


the privilege of buying home products. 
Under these circumstances, with the 


trade. A few years ago, Mr. David Mac- 
Iver, the great ship owner and ship 
builder of Birkenhead, was laughed at 
when he introduced a resolution in par- 
liament favoring a reciprocity of tariffs. 
This system of reciprocity would levy on 
American products the same duty levied 
in America on English products, the 
result of which would be some- 
thing more nearly approaching free trade 
than the present one-sided system. Since 
Mr. Maclver offered his resolution, the 
movement has gathered significance and 
importance. The London correspondent 
of the New York World says that the 
necessity of levying countervailing duties 
ig not only openly discussed at the farm- 
ers’ clubs and by the boards of trade at 
the great mauulacturing centers, but it 
hasactually been the subject of discus- 
sion in Free Trade hall, Manches- 
ter and when those who are in 
favor of a reciprocity of tariffs 
venture into the temple consecrated to 
Cobden, Bastiat and Adam Smith, it is a 
pretty good sign that the movement Is 
taking hold of the country. Mr. Louis 
J. Jennings, the correspondent in ques- 
tion, adds that before very long this will 
become one of the pressing issues of the 
hour, and when the advocates of modi- 
fied protection get the whip-hand of the 
majority in parliament, as they assuredly 
will, unless there isa miraculous change in 
the condition of the country, the farmers 
in the western states will be taught a 
lesson which they will not be apt to for- 
get. This involves a condition of things 
which the advocates of protection in this 
country assiduously endeavor to. conceal 
from themselves and from the public, 
namely, that free trade in England is 
absolutely necessary to the prosperity ol 
the vast farming interests in America.

The Kaliliroad Commission. 

The Brunswick Advertiser and Appeal 
has some objections to the law under 
which the railroad commission was estab- 
lished—one objection being that the 
board has too much power. The posses- 
sion of power is not dangerous unless it 
be injudiciously exercised, and it has 
never yet been charged that the commis- 
sion has used its power under the law to 
the injury of any railroad interest in the 
state. Whenever thia happens to be the 
case, the roads have the right of appeal- 
ing from the decisions of the commission 
to the arbitration of the supreme 
court. Our Brunswick contemporary, 
however, has several propositions 
to offer in the direction of amending the 
law. The first is to the effect that the law 
should prevent pooling, or the combina- 
tion of competitive lines to prevent com- 
petition. As to this, it may be said that 
the established rates of the commission 
under which the Georgia corporations 
are now working prevent pooling as effec- 
tually as any state law could hope to do. 
This is one of the main purposes of the 
act. The second proposition is to prevent 
pooling over railroad and steamboat lines 
which are wholly within the state. If 
this is not covered by the present law, 
we are heartily in favor of such an 
amendment. The third proposition 
is for an amendment providing that 
each road should have a special tariff 
based upon the capital and past earnings 
of the road. This is precisely the policy 
adopted by the commission. Their sched- 
ule of rates bas been modified to fit the 
necessities of every road in the state, and 
some of the roads are now charging less 
than the maximum rates established by 
the commission. The condition and po- 
sition of each road in the state, together 
with its relations to other lines, have 
been .made the subject of special 
study by the board. The fourth 
propusition favors a system 
of carefully digested rules under 
which tariffs should be made by the 
roads themselves, subject to the modifi- 
cations o&the commission—which seemed 
to us to bea plan for accemplishing by 
indirection what the commission now 
accomplishes directly. 

Concluding, the Advertiser and Appeal 
says that the legislation to be desired in 
this connection is that which, while 
securing competition and preventing 
unjust discriminations, permits the 
railroads to- earn a fair return upon 
their investments, thus stimulating rail- 
road construction, the development 
of our material resources and the invest- 
ment of foreign capital. Now, the all- 
important question here is, will not the 
present law accomplish this? Wisely 
and judiciously administered, is it not 
upon tle whole a law under which the 
railroads can prosper, while at the same 
time the people are assured of fair and 
equitable treatment? The law was 
drawn, it must be borne in mind, by a 
railroad man. It may be somewhat 
clumsy as to details, but it is precisely 
such a law as the railroad men 
in consultation with the legis- 
lature thought they would'_ be 
satisfied with. Apart from the clumsi- 
ness of detail and awkwardness of state- 
ment, is it not an embodiment of princi- 
ples upon which the people must insist 
to insure justice and equity? We have 
inquired if itis nota law under which 
the railroads can prosper. There is but 
one reply to the question. They do 
prosper under it. No opponent of the 
law can show where it has injured any 
railroad interest. The Savannah News 
says that it prevents the investment of 
toreign capital in our railroads, but this 
is an assertion altogether wide of the 
mark, as can be easily shown. Upon the 
whole, the people are thoroughly satis- 
fied with the law and the work of the 
commission. ae

Early in the 
present century the coral industry was very 
important at Marseilles; in 1807 seventeen 
cutting and polishing manufactories 
existed there, each employing many hun- 
dred hands. Since then coral has somewhat 
lost its favor in France, but the fashion has 
been taken up in Russia, the Levant and 
elsewhere, the Italians supplying the mar- 
ket.

an efficient officer. There is, I think little 
chance of changing the president's avowed 
intention of nominating Longstreet and 
still less chance of defeating the nomination 
ifmade. Oneof the gentlemen favoring 
another candidate for the marsbalship told 
me to-day that the only fight against Long- 
street would be before the president. 

Why the romination is not sentin is a 
mystery to those who were confident a week 
avo that the president oad it ready to go to 
the senate. Practicaily it makes no differ- 
ence, The deediock is destined to continue 
for a siege yet, though there are sensational 
rumorsevery day that this and that start- 
ling development is ripe ar disclosure.

A MYSTERY SOLVED. 


The Origin of Price’s Wife—The Wo- 
man iusane. 


That Miitche)]l street mystery which has been 
agitating Atlanta for the past week has at last 
been solved. 

immediately after the subject obtained a pub- 
licity, Johu W. Price, the husband cf the woman 
who has caused the gos-ip, telegraphed to James 
M. Douan, cf Petersburg. Virginia, hig wile’s 
guardian, asking for the origin 
of his wife, aed in reply to this f[faquiry the fol- 
lowing telegram was received: 

PETERSBURG, Va., April 12, 1881,—J. W. Price, 
Atianta, Georgia: Your wife’s motber isa col 
ored woman. Her father was white. He is dead. 

JAMES M, DoNAN, 
Subsequent to this telegram Price receiveda 


letter from Mr Donan jin which he said he 
regreited very much that Price 
Wis having trouble with his wife; 
that she WHA the daughter of u 


wealthy planter who resided near Petersburg, her 
mother being his servant. The letier then went 
ou to state tnat there could be no doubt as to the 
sirl’s origin; that she had-been educated in 
etersburg in colored schools and had been 
looked upon by all who knew her as a member of 
the negro race, and that she had been marrigd to 
Jay. W. Price by the Kev. A. J. Stevenson on the 
23a of December, 1850, in the city of Petersburg 

Soon afier marrying his wife Price observed 
the evidences of insanity which have since in- 
creased, until recently they have developed in 
the claim she lays to beiog white. 

Price is well knownin Atlanta, and Judge F. 
WN kirby, who has been acquainted with him 
from bis bicth, is certain that the story he tells is 
the true one. From Judge Kirby it is learned 
that Price, like his wife, is the son of his master, 
Charles Pnce, Sr., of Chattooga county, Georgia. 
He is about thirty-eight years of age, and-was 
bern only afew days before his master’s marriage. 
Soon after his birth his master’s wife took him 
into her house aud with her children. Price was 
raised and by them taught the lessons which 
have since resulted in making him a teacher of 
his own race. 
@From Price itis learned that he met his wife 
in Petersburg, Virginia, in 1878. He was then 
visiting Virginia in search of health, 
and was introduced to her by James Coleson, a 
colored mal who was a welcome visitor to her 
home. From the introduction matters progressed 
until the marriage was consummated at the time 
designated above. 

By her father’s will about §4,000 was settled 
upon Mrs, Price, but only the interest of this 
amount can be used by her, the principalggoing 


to her children. The money with which 
the house in which they reside was 
ysurchased and furnished was earned by Price 
imself 


By careful inquiry these are ascertained to be 
the facts in the case, andthe claim Mrs, Price 
lays to being a whitge woman are proven wholly 
incorrect, and are shown to be the work of a dis 
ordered brein. She is now being treated for 
insanity.

The Fighting About Atlanta, 


The following interesting incident of the At- 
lanta campaign is sent to us by a citizen of 
S»oringfield, O., who was then a resident of Deca- 
tur, and who sends us a city reference for his 
responsibility: 

Yo the Editor of the Cincinnati Gazette—] 
know nothing of military tactics, but I may 
state some facts as to the battle of Atlanta andthe 
killing of McPherson, which killing took place 
about four miles from Decatur, where I was then 
living, and had been for more than 37 years— 
long before Atlanta was ever thought of. 
> On the 19th of July, 1864, the left wing of Sher- 
man’sarmy, having made a detour toward the 
Stone Mountain, passed through Decatur on the 
way to Atiatita. 

* A commissary wagon train camped in the rear 
at Decatur, guarded by some companies. 

On the 22dof July the battie of Atlanta was 
fought. McPherson's corps was on the left, and 
was extendc:| in part south of the road leading 
from Decatur to Atlanta, 

Whe. ler’s cavalry, or at least a portion of it. 
wasin Atlanta on the night of the 2lst. There 
wasanojpen spaceon the southeast corner of 
Atlanta that was rot occupied either by McPher- 
son’s left or Hood’s right wing. Through this 
opening Wheeler's cavalry was piloted to the 
rear of McPherson on the night of the 21st, and at 
dinner time on the 22d, while the battle was 
raging around Atlanta, Wheeler's cavalry 
shelled the camp at Decatur. 

It was a surprise when the first shell was 
thrown into the Decatur a> 

The confederate cavalry dismounted and left 
their horses in the w ,coming down on the 
camp with a yell, and scarcely giving the officers 
time to form a line of battle; but the wagons 
succeeded in retreating nearer to headquarters, 
And the confederates retired, leaving the town 
uncovered. 

Lieutenant Ferrer, of Dayton, Ohio, and fifteen 
or twenty union soldiers, were ieft dead on the 
battlefield in the streeis and around Decatur. 
This part of the battle of Atlantal have never 
seen a report of.
